Com- 
mittees were appointed to watch the places of 
registration tomorrow, which is the last day.

How Louis Ramel Tumbled a Train With 
Dynamite. 

PAstTon, “Ps:, “September 11.—Louis Ra- 
mel, “the man from Peru,” who was 
arrested here last night, charged with 
attempting to blow up a Lehigh Val- 
ley railroad train with a dynamite cartridge, 
today made a confession to Superintendent 
Goodwin and other Lehigh Valley officers. 
The confession was briefly as follows: 

He said he came to Bethlehem August 18th.

A Discharged Janitor Lays for His Suc- 
ces#or in Office.

Improvement at the South. 

At the touth improvement is general—es- 
pecially at Louisville, Memphis, Savannah 
and Atlanta, and at New Orleans trade is 
more active, rice being especially strong, and 
money in good demand. 

The enormous receipts of wheat. have de- 
pressed prices. The exports continue large, 
but the belief is growing that foreign crops are 
not quite so short as has been reported, though 
short enough to cause an unprecedented de- 
mand from thiscountry. Thus the price of 
wheat has fallen 54 cents during the past 
week, with of only 22,000,000 bushels. 
The fall since the highest point in August has 
been 16 cents here and 19 cents in Chicago, 
and this week there has been a semi-panic 
abroad,asthe new crop presses heavily upon 
markets overloaded with American purchases. 
Corn declined but little, and oats only 1 cent. 
Pork products are higher, and oil about 5 cents 
lower, 

A Larger Demand for Iron.

A larger demand is seen 
for finished products, especially for bar iron, 
and plate mills are full of orders, but in rails 
no change is obser*ed. ‘The prospect is better 
because stocks and bonds are in greater de- 
mand. _WoolLis selling fairly well at all im-., 
portant markets, an re is seen a better des 
mand for dry goods, which gives much en- 
couragement to manufacturers. 

The Money Market. 

The financial outlook ig clearer. While the 
shipments of gold from Europe were not 
strictly upon an exchange basis, the rate of 
sterling exchange has falien to $4.83} during 
the week, and the exp@ts of merchandise 
from New York for the past twoweeks have 
exceeded those of the same week last year by 
more than 50 percent, while in imports there 
appears a decrease of abott 20 percent.

‘Mr. Kennedy left home on horseback at 6 

o’clock p. m., on August 3ist. The road

Loach, about one mile from Bull creek. 
The Pian for the Murder. 

It seems that Henry Futch was a friend 
of one of the parties who cut off Marshal 
Killibrew’s ears three years ago. The case 
against the criminals had been fought off 
as long as possible, and the end would come 
with the assembling of the October court. 
The man who was to be feared in the 
trial was Mr. Alfred Kennedy, and it was 
all important to get him out of the way. 
In this emergency Futch offered to aid his 
friend. He sent a decoy letter to Kennedy 
at an hour when he knew that the latter 
must travel] at night in order to meet the 
engagement, and then he laid in wait at 
the house of Mrs. DeLoach, to whose six- 
‘teen-year-old daughter he was engaged in 
marriage. The story of the murder is best 
told in the words of William Spencer, col- 
ored, whose evidence made the whole case 
| plain. 

How the Murder Was Committed. 

Spencer said: 

“On the 3ist day of August Futch and 
‘myself were sawing boards together, and 
just before sunset Futch left me, saying he 
was going to his father’s to get a gun. I 
went back to Mr. DeLoach’s, where we 
both lived. About three hours after dark I 
heard a gun fired at the buggy house, and 
Jheatll some one cry out, ‘Oh!’ ‘Oh!’ ‘Oh!’ I 
got scared and ran into the house to Mrs. 
DeLoach, and® said something to her 
about the shooting. She _ said, ‘I 
expect it is Henry Fatch 
shot Alfred Kennedy. In afew minutes 
Henry Futch came dancing into the house, 
gaying: ‘What;are you all so scared about?’ 
Some one said: ‘Did you hear that gun?’ 
He said: ‘Yes; I was atthe branch.’ The 
branch was 400 vards from the house. He had 
not had time to come from the branch to-the 
house. He sat down and played the organ a 
| little. Then he, Mrs. Sarah DeLoach and 
Miss Mary J. DeLoach went out to the buggy 
“house. After awhile Sarah came back and 
asked me to goand help Henry Futch carry 
Alfred Kennedy off. Irefused. Henry Futch 
and Mary Jane DeLoach hitched a mule to 
the buggy and drove off. They were gone 


oe about three hours. I heard them when 


they came back. 

“Sarah -DeLoach asked me one time be- 
fore that if any one was killed there 
whether I would help to carry them off. 
When Futch and Mary Jane came back 
that night, Mary Jane said: ‘I am about 
to freeze,’ and went to bed. 

The Body Thrown Into the Creek. 

“Sarah DeLoach met Futch at the door 
of the house, and talked a long time. I 
did not understand what they said. Next 
morning I saw some blood on the ground 
at the buggy house. Mary Jane DeLoach 
told me that they carried Alfred Kennedy 
to Bull creek bridge, and threw the body 
pif the bridge into the creek.”’ 

The Verdict Rendered. 

The verdict of the jury was that: ‘We, 
the jury, find that Alfred Kennedy came 
to his death from a gunshot fired 
from the hands of Henry Futch. The said 
killing is murder-in the first degree; and 
that Sarah DeLoach and Mary Jane De- 
Loach are accessories.’’§

Superintendent Slaton brought the matter 
before the board of education in special ses- 
sion yesterday.

A Call for a Negro Leader. 

A negro politician of Ohio went to the 
Gilsey house, in Cincinnati, the other day 
and registered. He took one meal. in the 
dining room, and then the proprietor invited 
him to take his meals in the ordinary. 
Thereupon, the negro advertised his 
wounded vanity toa newspaper reporter as 


follows: 

My heart was in my mouth. You cannot imag- 
ine how the disgrace of such treatment affects a 
man. If my heart could be taken out it would be 
found, I almost think, to be covered with scars. 
Such treatment comes with the force of a blow, 
and my heart is kept bleeding all the time. If I 
am poor I may, by individual effort, amass wealth 
and so better my condition. Imay be ignorant, 
but the way is open, and I can, by study and appli- 
cation, remove that obstacle to advancement. 
But, one thing I cannot do, for it is true that ‘the 
leopard cannot change his spots nor the Ethiopian 
bis skin.” I mightescape from the constant fear 
of disgrace by going to foreign countries, but that 
would be cowardly. 

How long will it be before negroes who 
have the advantage of education will dis- 
cover that the basis of character and all the 
elements that goto make up manhood is 
self-respect ? How long wiliit be before 
they learn that snobbery is the most despic- 
able and contemptible development of van- 
ity? When will intelligent negroes discover 
that white men of self-respect do not push 
themselves where they are not wanted— 
that white men who think anything of them- 
selves do not go anywhere or into any com- 
pany where they know their presence will 
be regarded as an intrusion ? 

We have heard of a great many educated 
negroes, but what is an education worth 
which fails to teach them self-respect? As 
the negroes are so anxious to imitate the 
whites, we think they might very properly 
attempt to cultivate the self-respect which 
would warn them against pushing them- 
selves where they are not wanted or going 
where their presence is regarded as an in- 
trusion. 

Where is the negro leader who will under- 
take to teach his race self-respect ? 


The People Should Sustain It. 

The action of the Georgia Southern and 
Florida railroad in reducing its rates of 
passenger fare is in the interests of the peo- 
ple, and the people should now whirl in with 
their patronage and make it to the interest 
of the road. 

Since the completion of this line the rates 
between Macon and Palatka have been fe- 
duced until they are just one-half what they 
were before. This is of incalculable value 
to the traveling public, and will benefit the 
country along its route. 

In the case of the Georgia Southern it is 
to be regretted that certain connecting lines 
are making a determined opposition to its 
public-spirited policy. Under the circum- 
stances, the people should take a very active 
hand in the business and make it their fight. 
They should come to the support of the 
Georgia Southern system, and travel over it 
whenever their business or pleasure makes 
that line available. When their starting 
point ison a connecting line, they should 
purchase tickets to the nearest junction 
point, and from there secure tickets over the 
Georgia Southern and Florida. 

The willingness of this road to respond to 
the popular demand for a reduction of rates 
cannot be too highly commended. With the 
proper encouragement and patronage it will 

‘be an important factor of southern develop- 
ment, and it goes without saying that it 
should now be sustained in the heartiest 
possible way with a generous patronage.

Testimony of an Anti-Silver Man. 

Tie New York Recorder, remarking on 
THE CoNsTITUTION’s articles in favor of the 
free coinage of silver, says: ‘‘Up to this 
time ithas failed to put forth any more as- 
tounding proposition than that the United 
States farmer should support free coinage 
because, under existing conditions the 
‘British merchants are able to buy a dollar’s 
worth of Indian wheat for 80 cents.’ Why 
the American farmer should place himself on 
the level of the Indian farmer and sella 
dollar’s worth of wheat for 80 cents, THE 
CONSTITUTION does not explain, but there 
can be no doubt that an adoption of the free 
silver standard of India would soon bring 
the farmer to just such a pass. If the 
farmers know when they are well off, they 
will support the existing system of coinage, 
which gives them the opportunity of selling 
a dollar’s worth of wheat for a dollar.” 

It gives us pleasure to present this as an 
example of the style of argument employed 
by metropolitan editors who favor the Wall 
street ideas of finance. The statement of 
The Recorder is, of course, a downright mis- 
representation of Tuk CONSTITUTION, but 
we believe that this is the result of ignorance. 
We have already explained how it is that the 
American wheat and cotton producers are 
compelled to accept in gold the silver prices 
that are paid for Indian wheat, and that ex- 
planation is very simple; but, in order that 
there may be no mistake about it, we repro- 
duce, forthe benefit of The Recorder, the 
statement of the late Daniel Manning, made 
in his report as secretary of the treasury. 
Mr. Manning, it will be remembered, was 
responsible for the anti-silver views of the 
Cleveland administration. Mr. Manning, in 
his report made in 1886, referring to the de- 
monetization of silver (which he calls ‘‘the 
monetary dislocation’’) and its results, said: 

‘*Itis a direct consequence of the monetary 
dislocation that wheat of India, which 
there fetched 3 rupees per quintal fourteen 
years ago, and there fetches3 rupees per 
quintal today, can be sold profitably in 
London (cost of transportation apart) for as 
little as the gold price of 3 rupees in London 
today—a fall of 25 percent. This lowered 
price of wheat in London has had to be met 
by a lower price of the American wheat in 
London. The price of our surplus wheat 
determinés the price of the whole wheat crop 
of the United States. So that the money 
dislocation has already cost our farming 
population, who number nearly one-half the 
total population of the United States, an 
almost incomputable sum—A LOSS OF 
MILLIONS UPON MILLIONS OF DOLLARS 
EVERY YEAR.”’ 

Now this is the testimony of the man who 
persuaded Mr. Cleveland to write his anti- 
coinage literature. Will The Recorder 
accept it ? 


Saving a Dollar. 

At Topeka, Kansas, last Tuesday morning, 
Mr. Gustave Berger sat down to his break- 
fast in a very pleasant mood. 

Everything was going well with Mr. Ber- 
ger. He was in the prime of life—just 
forty-six—with a wife and three children, 
plenty of money, four good houses, and a 
large inheritance in sight.

The neighbors say that Mr. Berger never 
drank and was a moral man. He dressed 
well, but was very economical. His wife 
was also economical, but she wanted her 
children to dress as well as those of Her 
neighbors. 

Undoubtedly it was a fierce determination 
to save a dollar that caused the tragedy. 
There are many husbands like Mr. Berger, 
although they are not so quick on trigger. 
In the eyes of the world they are model 
men, but the world does not see them at 
home when their wives ask them for a little 
money. Then they show the Berger side of 
their natures. 

A determination to save a dollar when it 
ought to be saved is commendable, but there 
is damnation in such economy when a man 
squeezes his dollar out of the necessities of 
his wife and children.

THE CZAR’S WORK. 


A Jew Shoots His Wife and Five Children, 
One by One, Then Himself. 

Lonpon, September 11.—From Kieff comes 
the account of a horrible tragedy. A Jew 
named Kaplin, driven to desperation by an 
order to leave Russia, he having been de- 
prived of a comfortable business by former de- 
crees, first shot his wife, and then, one by one, 
his five children. 

He afterward killed himself. Kaplin left 
a note stating the motive for the crimes, 
which was his desire to save his family from 
otherwise inevitable misery. 

From other parts of Russia comes news of 
the tragedies consequent upon suffering and 
the struggle for existence. 

While no cases of cannibalism have been re- 
ported, there have been several cases of mys- 
terious disappearance that are attributed to 
suspected cannibalism, and in Bessarabia the 
police are carefully watching for evidence 
against persons under suspicion. Many sui- 
cides are stated to have occurred among the 
peasantry, who, owing to a strong religious 
feeling, have been, as a rule, slow to commit 
this act. There is nothing reassuring in Rus- 
sian advices, and the prospect for the winter is 
too terrible to contemplate. 


ANOTHER AERONAUT GONE, 


Balloon Collapses and Both Fall 
Into the Hudson River. 

New York, September 11.—A man, who 
had given his name as George White, of 
Chicago, was drowned in the Hudson river 
late Wednesday afternoon, after making a 
balloon ascension from the pleasure grounds 
known as Eldorado on the Palisades, opposite 
West Forty-second street. 

Attached to the bottom of the balloon was a 
trapeze bar. The balloon rose rapidly until it 
was almost out of sight, the aeronayt mean- 
while drawing himself up on the bar and sit- 
ting upon it. Suddenly the balloon began to 
descend very quickly when directly over the 
Hudson river, and White, slipping off the bar,

AN ACCIDENT PLAYS HAVOC. 


A Peculiar Accident Occurs at the Macon 
Oil and Fertilizer Works. 


Macon, Ga., September’ 11.—[Special.] 
Yesterday afternoon at a late hour, a peculiar 
accident, which came near costing one man’s 
life, occurred at the works of the Macon Oil 
and Fertilizer Company. 

A large mill rock was revolving at a very 
rapid rate of speed when it suddenly flew to 
pieces, breaking some valuable pieces of ma- 
chinery and shattering window panes at a dis- 
tance of nearly fifty yards from it. 

The accident caused the large band which 
was running the fock to strike a man who was 
working near by, almost killing him. 

He was knocked senseless, and some severe 
internal injuries were inflicted upon him. 

Dr. W. C. Gibson was immediately sum- 
moned, and he did all in his power to make 
the poor fellow as comfortable as possible. 
When he left him at alate hour last night he 
was resting quietly and comfortably, and will 
recover if he receives proper attention, but he 
will certainly be laid up foralong time to 
come. 

The cause of the accident was that the rock 
was very old and defective and could not hold 
together going at stich a high rate of speed. 

The damage done to the machinery by it 
will probably amount to quite a large amount. 

The accident was certainly a peculiar and 
unexpected one. 


AN EXPLOSION IN MACON. 


A Macon Negro Has All His Hair Singed 
Off on Fourth Street. 


Macon, Ga., September 11.—[{Special.]— 
This morning at about 10 o’clock a very serious 
accident was narrowly escaped at G.J. Johns’s 
barroom, on Fourth street. 

A plumber had been at work on some pipes 
in front of the bar, and, turning what he 
thought was a water stop, he turned a stop 
which turned gas into an unused pipe which 
led into Mr. Johns’s cellar, which immediately 
began to fill with gas. 

It did not take Mr. Johns long to discover 
that gas was escaping somewhere, and 
when he did he sent a negro 
down in the cellar to see about it. The negro 
went down and, not being able to see, struck a 
match, the flame of which ignited the gas, 
which immediately flared up and singed all 
the hair off the negro’s head and lighted the 
gas as it came from the pipe. 

No damage was done beyond’ the 
singeing of the  negro’s hair, but 
a serious accidentfwould have occurred if he 
had been a few minutes later. 

The plumber, who inadvertently turned on 
the gas, was not authorized by the gas and 
water company to turn either the water 
or gas stops, and as it is against the company’s 
rules for these stops to be turned without Tr 
mission, it is probable that tho careless 
plumber will be sued. 

The company has put all the 
plumbers of the city on notice not to trouble 
their pipes without permission, and they in- 
tend to prosecute every offender to the fullest 
extent of the law.

It keeps these investigations out of the courts 
of the state. Legislation which would carry 
them into the courts of the state would so affect 
the railroads as to make their value unsteady, 
and might cause them serious damage. 

The substitute is a conservative measure in 


‘the United States. 


| Cvery respect, and it is held to be all the legis- 


lation that is necessary, in view of the fact 
that there has been no such open violations of 
the charters as to demand a harsher measure. 

The first section of the substitute provides 
that the commission shall have power in their 
discretion, when the public interest re- 
quires it, to examine into all sales, 
leases and contracts heretofore or here- 
after made by railroads in the 
state. a notice the railroads are 
required to file all such rs as may be re- 
quired. The Berner Sait lenniane that such 
papers shall be filed immediately. In their 
investigation the commissiun shall have the 
aid of the attorney general. 

Upon inguiry into these contracts, such as 
are found to be beyond the powers of the cnar- 
ters of these corporations, and which defeat or 
lessen competition, ard declared illegal, and 
the commission is authorized to issue such or- 
ders as will prevent unjust discrimination or 
oppression in rates. The penalty for each 
violation of the order issued by 
the commission is a fine of not 
more than $5,000 or less than $1,000, 
and this is to be covered into the treasury of 
the state. 

The act shall not be so construed as to with- 
draw the right from any person now author- 
ized to bring suit on account of such sale, lease 
or contract. 

The third section makes an important pro- 
vision, which uires that the commission in 
fixing rates shall do so with reference alone to 
the reasonable earning capacity of such road, 
when economically operated, and based on a 
fair and proper capitalization. 

The fourth section is anew one, and gives 
additional protection to the people. It pre- 
scribes that whenever in the judgment of the 
commission the public interest demands the 
preservation of competition the commission is 
authorized to fix such rates on local tariffs as 
will counteract the effect of any excessive 
through rate. 

The last section requires the railroads to 
submit all contracts and leases hereafter made 
to the commission for their approval before 
they shall go into effect. 

It will be seen thatin many respects this 
measure is similar to the Berner bill. 

Animportant distinction is that it leaves 
the matter of investigation and the demand 
for the leases and contracts in the discretion of 
the commission. 

It takes the litigation out of the courts, and 
provides that any violation of the law shall be 

en by a fine imposed by the commission 
tseil. 

This measure will probably be offered as a 
substitute when the bill comes up, and many 
members say they will favorit whoare strongly 
opposed to the Berner bill, 


AGAINST THE BERNER BILL. 


What Mr. Martin Had to Say Before the 
Committee. 


In the report of Mr. Martin’s speech before 
the general judiciary committee in regard to 
the Berner bill, the mannerin which -his re- 
marks were quoted did not convey the mean- 
ing which was intended. 

We publish herewith a summary of Mr. 
Martin’s remarks on that occasion. 

What Mr. Martin Said. 


‘*‘All the arguments heretofore made look to 
the idea of competition between railroads in 
the state alone. There is other competition 
equally as important. That is competition be- 
tween the roadsinthis stateand the great 
trunk lines beyond the borders of this state. 
Segregate the roads within Georgia and there 
would be no power here to compete with these 
great trunk lines in the northwest and other 
sections away from us, which are throttling 
all our ports and drawing away from this en- 
tire section. . 

“The railroads within the state can be con- 
trolled. The railroad commission has that 
power. But the only protection against the 

reat trunk lines beyond the state is to let the 
Rane within the state compete with them. In 
this view competition between the railroads in 
this state against the great trunk lines beyond 
the state is more important than between the 
lines in the state. The latter can be controlled. 
Provision is made to do this in 
the establishment of the railroad commission. 

‘*‘Seggregate the roads of the state and every 
industry and part of the state is left to the 
mercy of these great trunk lines. This state 
and section have already been in commercial 
slavery to other sections because of this state 
of affairs. The constitution never intended to 
prevent protection against such a condition of 
things.”

The Loyd Street Sewer—The Tax Money,

On 
that sewer yesterday there was 110 men at 
work, and the committee has directed that the 
work be done as fast as men and money can 
doit. Letthem be patient. All the relief 
possible will be afforded, but impossibilities 
cannot be performed.”’

PRESIDENT THOMAS ISSUES-AN EDICR, | 


In Which He Says the Other Roads 
Will Be Shut Out, 


IF $28,000 IS NOT FORTHCOMING. 


President Thomas States His Position. 
How the Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis People Feel. 


The union depot matter has about come 
to a crisis, and, unless something is done 
by next Tuesday, the East Tennessee road 
will not be alone in being barred out of 
the depot. 

So says President Thomas, of the Nash- 
ville, Chattanooga and St. Louis. 

Every railroad that enters the city will 
be denied the privilege of entering the depot, 
and it will only be used by the Western and 
Atlantic, and possibly the Georgia road. 

That is, if something is not done by Sep- 
tember 15th. 

And what that something is the repre- 
sentatives of the different roads have been 
informed. 

The claims of the lessees, succinctly stated, 
seem to be as follows: 

The depot property is owned by the 
Western and Atlantic road, as is also the 
land lying between Loyd and Forsyth 
streets. 

When the Western and Atlantic road 
was leased last year by the Nashville, Chat- 
tanooga and St. Louis, of course this prop- 
erty was contained in the lease. 

Based on this the injunction against the 
East Tennessee road was asked when that 
road began to run up to Whitehall street. 

As is known, this case has never been 
heard, but has been postponed twice, pend- 
ing a compromise. 

But the compromise has not yet been 
made, and President J. W. Thomas, of the 
Nashville, Chattanooga and St. Louis rail- 
road, has taken a decisive step. 

He has served notice on all the roads 
entering the depot that if an agreement 
is not made by September 15th, by which 
they are to pay their pro rata share of the 
rental of the depot, they are to be shut 


out. 

He makes this proposition to them: 

By the report of the Flewellyn commission, 
which made an inventory of the State road 
and the lands that belong thereto, the union 
depot property from Loyd to Forsyth streets 
is valued at $750,000, or thereabouts. 

The interest on this amount at7 per cent 
would be about fifty thousand dollars per 
annum. 

Up to the present time this has all been 
borne By the Western and Atlantic road, the 
other roads coming in practically free. 

President Thomas now proposes that this 
$50,000 be borne by all the roads which enter 
the depot. 

To start with he proposes to bear $17,000 of 
the amount on account of several sidetracks 
owned and occupied by the Western and At- 
lantic road; the remaining $33,000 to be di- 
vided between the roads that enter the depot, 
the Western and Atlantic paying $5,000 of it, 
which reduces the amount to $28,000. 

It is this $28,000 that must be paid by the 
other roads or they won’t bein it—meaning the 
depot. 

It is understood that this places the East 
Tennessee on the same footing as the other 
roads and if they bear their part 
of this amount they go into the 
depot, instead of to Whitehall street. 

A meeting of the representatives of all these 
roads wiil be held in New York next Tuesday, 
and the amount each road is to pay of the 
$28,000 will be decided on. 3 

The other roads say that the East Tennes- 
see, Richmond and Danville and Georgia 
Pacific should pay more than the other roads, 
because they are granted greater privileges 
than any of the others. This will be decided 
on at the meeting, however, and after next 
Tuesday the East Tennessee road 
will enter the union depot, or—out they 
all go, is the edict of President Thomas. 

President Thomas Talks. 

President Thomas was in the city yester- 
day. Toarepresentative of THe Constitv- 
TIon he said: 

“Official announcement has been served 
that we will not delay this matter any longer 
than the 15th day of this month. We have 
leased this property from the state for twenty- 
nine years, and when we entered into the con- 
tract it was with the understanding that the 
state was toturn over all the property that 
went with the Western and Atlantic railroad. 
This is a part of it, and we are not going to be 
fooled with any longer. Notice has been 
served, and we are going to demand our rights, 
and the thing must come toa head on the 
15th.”’ 

It. is understood that the Western and At- 
lantic railroad is determined in the matter, 
from the fact thatit has been treated very 
badly by the connecting railroads, which now 
seek to use the property which the Nashville,

. Southern severed. Before that 
time the Western and Atlantic operated a 


i & passenger could 
leave Atlanta by the Western and Atlantic 
and go through to Cincinnati in the quickest 
time that could be made. The Western and 
Atlantic also had direct connection with the 
Central railroad, so that between the three 
lines we had a direct schedule from Cincinnati 
to Savannah. This was likewise true with 
the East Tennessee. But, since we got the 
State road, the Central on the one side and 
the East Tennessee on the other cut us abso- 
lutely off, making the Western and Atlantic 
depend entirely on the Louisville and Nash- 
ville for all western connections. 

“Now that they have shown how quick 
they are to act the dog in the manger, we are 
not going to submit to it any longer. We are 
willing to do what is right about: the matter, 
and if the other roads will treat us right and 

ake proper concessions, we will meet them 
half way; but we do not propose to yield all of 
our rights andin return receive nothing for 
them. Not only our road, but the people have 
been treated wrong by their taking off their 
through connections from Chattanooga, and 
making the traveling public depend on one 
connection when they could just as well have 
others, as has been done for many years.

© ANINTERESTING TALK ON THE SUBJECT 


Equinoctial Storms Are s Myth—It Is Clear 
asa Whistle in New England. 
Some Ideas Advanced. 


It Is Not What 


When Atlanta people awoke yesterday 
morning and Jooked out upon the new-born 
day they saw a sky overcast by leaden clouds 
and a drizzling rain, which was being blown 
about by the eastern winds. 

The weatherwise old man did just as he had 
done on many a September morning before. 
He declared that the ‘‘equinoctial’’ was on 
time. 

During the entire day the sky looked angry, 
with a deep, heavy background of sullen cloud 
banks, leaden and unbroken, while closer to 
the eatrh scurried lighter masses of moisture 
seemingly whipped from the banks by the 


strong gusts that blew aimost constantly from 


the northeast. 

Occasionally a heavier cloud would rise up 
from the horizon and overspread the sky and 
then, down would pour the rain in torrents, 
‘filling the gutters and sewers. 

The ever-numerous weather prophets proph- 
ecied a clearing up after each flurry had 
passed and the sky would brighten up 4 bit; 
but the clear-up did not come. 

In talking of the cause of the storm, Ob- 
sperger Bryan gave some information concern- 
ing the ancient theory of equinoctial storms. 

“Fora number of years,” said he, “‘meteor- 
’ ologists have taken every opportunity to re- 

fute the idea of such occurrences as ‘equinoc- 
tial storms.’ If there was any peculiar effect 
following what is termed the ‘sun crossing the 
line,’ it would seem that such a storm would 
be general and take place every time the sun 
ts in this relation to the earth. It is a 
queer kind of a cause that will have 
one effect at one time and 
quite a different one at another, and be merely 
Jocal and not general. 

“The simple solution of all these old weath- 
erwise sayings lies in the fact that they were 
invented before the age of enlightenment on 
this subject. 

“Ttissimply a matter of history in all depart- 
ments that, prior to having an exact knowledge 
of a subject, men will invent some solution : of 
the question which seems in accordance with 
their present limited knowledge. Itisa fact 
beyond dispute that prior to having 
the weather map we knew nothing 
of value about our atmospheric movements. 
With the map came a great flood of light on 
the subject which the world never dreamed of. 

“The weather map is a wonderful inter- 
‘preter of nature, and if all intelligent people 

would read it, there would be no more silly 
talk about moon influence, equinoctial storms 
and the like. 

‘Phe atmosphere of the globe is divided into 
two grand factors, known as ‘high’ and ‘low.’ 
These travel over the surface of the earth and 
produce their effect. A new ‘high’ and a 
new ‘low’ appear every four or five days some- 

- where in the west, and travel on general lines 
toward the east. 

“There is nothing regular about these cen- 
ters or their movements. It there were met- 
eorology would beasimp'e matter of arith- 
metic, and storms would be run on schedule, 
like freight trains. 

The weather map issued from the local 
office of the weather bureau yesterday morn- 
_ 4ng, showed a considerable area of ‘high’ to 
our north with a ‘low’ of great energy cen- 
' tral over South Dakota, and a secondary 

~ ‘low’ over the gulf. 

“There has been a high area in this neigh- 
borhood for several days, and ‘high’ was the 
cause of the dry northeast winds that have 
prevailed, but the appearance of the ‘low’ in 
the gulf, while not changing the direction of 
_ the wind, has considerably increased its mois- 


ture. 

“Throughout New England and the entire 
lake region, cloudless weather prevailed while 
the storm (equinoctial ?) spent its fury in this 
section. Probably that section will receive its 

octial later on. 

“A fair statement, and one, it seems, that 
ll reasonable men should be willing to ac- 
cept, is, if on a certain day a statement of the 
weather is made in accordance with the indi- 
cations then existing and a contrary effect fol- 
lows, if the map for the succeeding day shows 

reason for the different conditions, then 
ere.was no mistake. Before we charge the 
weather bureau with failure, let us be able to 
read the maps and to see wherein lies the 
cause of non-fulfillment of the indications. 

“Tt is no more than fair that the person 

ving the indications should stand or fall by 

is. The map for the succeeding day will 
either support or condemn people who know 
nothing of the map, of the peculiar forces at 
work, whereby the atmosphere is changed 
from one condition to another—know not 
pnough of the subject to be fair judges.”

BROUGHT ABOUT BY THE DECISION 


To Have the Next Annual Convention in 
‘Atlanta—A Hall Will NoDoubtBe * 
Built by the Local Members. 


There was not one of the 1,400 Red Men in 


‘+ Atlanta yesterday who did not feel delighted 


that the next convention would meet here. 

Mr. Jake Emme! is one of the big men of 

the order, and on several o>casions he was the 
center of an interested group. 
» “Tt is a splendid thing for the Red Men,”’ he 
said. “Itis going to build up our order rap- 
idly throughout the state, and I dare say will 
give us 4,000 members—enough to allow five 
representatives to the great council, when the 
delegates are chosen next May. We’ll increase 
a thousand within twelve months, or I am no 
judge.” 

“How largeis this convention, usually?” 
was askeu. 

“It will meet in Atlanta next on Tuesday, 
September 13th, just a year from Sunday, and 
last for four days. There will be about two 
hundred or more delegates here with their 
families. They will amend laws, transact 
routine business, have a social and pleasure 
programme, and what is most important to us, 
hold an election.” 

‘‘Why will that be especially important?” 

“This year there was no election. They 
occur every other year. Now Mr. John T. 
Daniel, of Griffin, one of the recent Georgia 
delegates, is going to be pushed forward for 
the position of great junior sagamore, and, to 
tell tha truth. that is one of the greatest rea- 
sons why we wished the convéntion here. Is 
that the chief officer? No, it corresponds 
to a second vice president, but a member must 
pass through that and the position of great 
senior sagamore before he can become great 
incohonee. And@that’s just what we are going 
to see Mr. Danie! do.”’ 

And an enthusiastic “‘Injun” near by gave 
a loud whoop. 

“Mr. Thomas K. Donnelly, of Philadel phia,. 
holds that position now,” continuéd Mr. Em- 
mel. 

**How do you determine the number of del- 
égates?’’ a bystander asked, after a pause. 

“Every state with a tribe is entitled to one. 
When the membership reaches a thousand 
they get one more, and soon with every ih- 
crease of a: thousand until they have seven. 
That’s the limit, which New Jersey, New 
York, Massachusetts and Pennsylvania have 
already reached. Weare aiming forit. Our 
state organizer, Mr. M. M. Conners, is in 
Athens talking ‘Red Men’ now, and after that 
he is going to Augusta, Milledgeville, West 
Point and LaGrange, organizing tribes in 
each.” 

“Where in the city will the convention 
meet ?”’ 

“That is what we are going toconsider. The 
members of the eight local tribes will get to- 
gether in a few. days and appoint a committee 
which will formulate pians to get suitable 
grounds and then erect a substantial hall. It 
will no doubt be built on a stock basis, but at 
any rate we are going to have it. We want 
quarters 50x100 feet, using the top floor our- 
selves and renting the rest. 

“If the Red Men of Georgia,and particularly 
Atlanta,”’ conciuded Mr. Emmel, don’t show 
the people what a practical, worthy and bene- 
ficial order we’ve got, then they are not the 
faithful and active members I have always re- 
garded them.”’ 


THEIR CONVENTION OVER. 


The Good Samaritans Hold Their Closing 
Session. 

The Good Samaritans have held their annual 
‘convention, and today the 300 delegates will 
leave for their respective homes. 

The forenoon yesterday was devoted to a 
. business session. Several of the New England 

representatives brought up for reconsideration 
the place of holding the next convention. 
New Haven was suggested, but those present 
were well satisfied with Philadelphia, and did 
not change the location. 

At present there are two branches of the 
Good Samaritans in existence—the grand 
council and the independent order. It is this 
latter that has been in session.

THE NEW YORK MARKET. 


The Day on the Floor of the New York Stock 
Exchange. 

NEW YORK, September 11.—The stock market again 
displayed a reactionary temper today, but while the 
buying power seems for the moment to be checked, 
efforts to cause a material decline met with stubborn 
resistance, and concessions from last evening’s figures 
were in no case of particular moment. The attitude ol 
Gould and his following seems atpresent to be one un- 
certain quantity in the market, and this more than 
anything else causes a hesitancy, which is the most 
marked characteristic of the buying. Yesterday’s 
crop report was so encouraging that it stimulated an 
effort to cover shorts by local operators, and the effect 
was to open the market generally at large fractions 
above last evening’s figures, while Rock Island was up 
1's, Burlington 114, and Cleveland, Cincinnati, €hi- 
cago and St. Louis 1%. Hesitancy in buying for long 
aecount at advanced prices, however, gave the bears 
courage to neutralize the improvement, and after 
slight further gains in some stocks, the upward move- 
ment was completely checked, and a material reaction 
begun. Notwithstanding that, Lake Shore rose to 
119'4, again passing the best prices in years, and Dis- 
tillers shot up 244 per cent. Under realizing sales each 
lost nearly all of the advance, while the rest of the list 
was pressed down to something below last night’s 
prices. Many ofthe leading shares, such as Union 
Pacific, Burlington, Rock Island, Missouri Pacific and 
others dropped from their highest points over 1 per 
cent. Hammering operations, however, as usual of 
ate, induced dullness, and the rest of the day trading 
was of a hand-to-mouth character, with insignificant 
fluctations, but a general downward tendency. The 
decline was helped in a great measure by predictions 
of frost in the northwest, and rumors that more of the 
Union Pacific loans had been called, though no details 
were to be had in any direction of these loans; and the 
revival of the old rumors in regard tothe financial 
standing of the Richmond and West Point company. 
Prices, as a rule, were carried down below those of last 
evening, despite the sharp opening advance, and no re- 
covery was seen until the last hour, when a feeble 
rally occurred on the covering of shorts by the trading 
element. The market finally closed quiet and barely 
steady at close to the lowest figures of the day. Final 
changes, however, are in most cases slight gains, and 
Lake Shore is up 144 per cent, while losses are few in 
number, and ior feastional amounts only. Sales of 
listed stocks, 311,000 shares; unlisted, 12,000.

THE CHICAGO MARKET. 


Features of the Speculative Movement in 


Grain and Provisions. 


CHICAGO, September 11.—As a result of the bearish 
tendency of the government. crop report, December 
wheat opened this morning at 954(c to 96c, and at once 
sold down to 95'sc, the bottom figure of theday. The 
reports received later in the day favored the buying 
side, and were taken full advantage of. The price ad- 
vanced to 96'4c, reacted to 9554c, and following that 
there was a spccession of bulges which carried the 
price to 984yc, with an hour of the sess still to 
come. Locally for a time some opposition tered 
to the rising prices. Partridge, who bought 150,000 
bushels at 955gc near the beginning of the session, sold 
twice as much when the price reached 96c. Later, 
when 95c was the ruling price, Partridge took in 309,- 
000 bushels, and sold it at 97c, and much more besides. 
A little earlier, when, from around 96}¢c, the price 
advanced to 97'¢c, B. P. Hutchinson’s brokers were the 
most conspicuous buyers, and still later, when the 
market was advancing from 97'<c to 98%c, the entire 
crowd of local shorts was competing with Partridge 
for the meager offerings. In the middle of the excite. 
ment attending the advance to %%ca kLuropean war 
scare rumor was promulgated. Late cables were 
firmer, andthe strength in corn, caused by the re- 
ported*told wave in the west, had a sympathetic in- 
fluence on wheat. The market eased off in the last 
half hour of the session, and the last few minutes it 
was quite weak, and closed at 98 xc. 

Corn opened rather weak on bearish government 
reports, heavy receipts and fine weather in the corn 
belt. None could be sold for October until it had been 
offered at 55c, or 2c below the closing price of the pre- 
vious afternoon. Great blocks of it were sold ahd 
more wanted at the price,and in cofisequence the 
price very suddenly recovered about ic. Later, the 
signal service prediction of a cold wave with frosts in 
some parts of the eorn belt tomorrow was received 
and aided in a further advance. There wasan ad- 
vance to 56\se for October before much reaction took 
place. From that price it declined to 56%c, and then 
advanced in successive stages and with moderate in- 
termediate reactions to 56\{c, poate and 67c, after 
which it declined once more to 55i(c, and closed at 5ée 
bid.

Yesterday morning he 
finished the address, which is given in full 
below.

othe People of Georgia and the Contributors 
to the Confederate Soldiers’ Home: The trustees 
of Confederate Soldiers’ Home determined at 
a@recent meeting that it was their duty to hold 
and preserve this property another year subject 
to your will. An explanation of this resolution is 
not necessary, but they regard it as proper in the 
| discharge of their duties to publish a brief state- 
> ment of their official acts as your representatives. 

The Origin of the Home. 

It is generally known that the origin of this 
great benevolence was in a pathetic and irresisti- 
bie appeal made by the son of a confederate soldier 
killed in the war between the states. ‘That patri- 
- @tic call gained a quick, generous response, and 
_ over three thousand Georgians contributed to the 
’ fund sufficient to found the noble institution. At 
that time it was distinctly declared that these do- 
nations wonld be used to purchase a suitable home 
” for destitute, homeless soldiers, and that the 
| property so acquired would be presented to the 
State of Georgia, so that all the people might par- 
- ticipate in the privilege of its generous support. 
With these subscriptions made by patriotic 
‘and grateful people, in sums varying from 10 
‘ents to $1,000, your trustees proceeded to execute 

reir-t: After a most careful consideration a 

te was selected in Fulton county, and a capa- 
‘e and comfortable building was erected. It is 
‘proper to say that this location was chosen by the 
_ ‘YVoice of trustees residing in various parts of the 
-’ State away from Atlanta, and that no considera- 
>, tions of a local nature affected the selection. The 

’ buildings having been completed  ac- 
cording to contract, and every dol- 
the next act required 

by the original plan was to give the entire prop- 
erty to the state, which was done by a bill intro- 

duced, discussed, amended and perfected in the 
house of representatives during the presgpt ses- 
~ sion, There was no other practical method by 
_ which the benevolent purpose of the contributors 
- could be effected, no other feasible way through 
which the state could accept the title, no other 
' place had been considered and there seemed to be 
- mo reasonable fears that such a gift, expressive of 
' sentiment so noble and designed to bless such 
’ “worthy sufferers, could he refected. But the fate 
- Of the bill is now widely known. Not 
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p. They they would have their de- 
clining days cheered bythe coming of comrades, 
the good would be made better, the bad would be 
reclaimed through the influences about them, the 
sick and the dying receive the consolations of 
holy religion. Very soon and fast these old wards 
of the present age will die somewhere and some- 
how. Let them be cared for now in this proffered 
refuge. When they die they must be buried with 
respect, and then we may strew their graves wi 
memorial flowers without shame. 

The State’s Obligation. 

All states recognize the general obligation to 
pension the men who offer life in defense of the 
country; armories and barracks for the young 
soldier to prepare him for battle; pension and 
home for the battle-searred veteran who has 8ur- 
vived the bloody ordeal, and protection to the 
widow of the fallen soldier. But the duty of 
Georgia to its soldiers surpasses this general obli- 
gation, for when the call was sounded through the 
state, froin 1861 to 1865, and the men of that day 
were responding to the demand, the pledge was 
solemnly made to provide for the families of 
those who fell and to secure against want 
the men who survived. -That pledge stands 
unredeemed at the end of nearly twenty-six years. 
Nearly every other southern state has kept the 
pledge, but Georgia may be noted for conspicu- 
ously turning the back of its hand upon a small 
number of its most deserving defenders in a man- 
ner that, whether we mean it or not, will be quoted 
as evidence that the bleak day is coming when the 
last green vestige of southern .sentiment will be 
withered to death, and the patriotic war in which 
we engaged will be stigmatized everywhere as & 
rebellion. But it is believed that the 
pledge is pressing with due weight upon the peo- 
ple ; that it is felt by the sons of soldiers, by the 
veterans themselves, and by every citizen who has 
not lost all sympathy for the southern cause, all 
compassion for the destitute defenders of Geor- 
gia and all manly appreciation of heroic valor. If 
any cherish sthe desire that the “sacred memories” 
Shall cease they reckon without reason and their 
expectations shall perish when -this home shall 
be openly recognized as a monumental witness to 
the contrary. Your institution, when accepted by 
the state on behalf.of all the people, will become 
the representation of a sentiment which all 
true men, north as well as south, will honor. 
It will be more significant than any 
marble monument, Decoration Day, or even 
the pension itself, and when it shall have served 
its present practical benevolence it will remain 
the monument of Georgia’s noblest charity, as 
well as serve some further use which a future day 
shall then demand. Too great, therefore, is the 
present obligation for us to hesitate; too insig- 


nificant the cost for us to consider it, and too irre- 


parable the wrong for us to commit it. 
In Conclusion. 

No reflection whatever is suggested by the 
action of the trustees upon the honorable mem- 
bers of the legislature who defeated the bill to 
accept the soldiers’ home. Some misunderstood, 
many preferred postponement and disavowed any 
hostility to confederate feeling. The recent re- 
jection cannot be considered as final, and action 
is only suspended, The trustees are bound by 
their trust to remand the question to the tender 
consideration and lofty patriotism of the peo- 
ple of the state. Provision having been properly 
made for confederate widows and disabled sol- 
diers, it is now left for the state to determine 
whether the remaining obligation to accept the 
Confederate Soldiers’ Home will be met as well.

When the: train had 
reached a point about five miles north of the 
latter point, he was standing in the baggage 
car at the express invitation of the conductor. 
The train, which was running ata high rate 
of speed, came to an abrupt turn in the road, 
the brakes were suddenly applied and Tracey 
was thrown forward through the side door, 
which was standing open. 

He was hurled against the ground, and re- 
ceived what he says are permanent injuries to 
his hip and back. 

The petitioner further. shows that he was 
employed subsequently to this as a fireman on 
that road. On June 30th he was firing a 
freight train, and when about three miles 
from Talking Rock the track and the rails 
spread and the roadbed gave way, throwing 
the engine into a creek.
